MCVEMENT TO COMBAT PROFI-
TEERING IN CLOTHING

SPREADS OVER
LAND

5’ arted in The South, The Idea Takes
liold In All Parts of the Country.
Biggest Cities And Littlest
Towns Form Clubs

The spontancous “overall strike”
against the high price of men’s cloth-
ing has taken the aspect of a serious
national movement.

This is one movement that did not
originate in New York, but New
York has adopted it. Parades in ov-
eralls have passed through the great
clothing centers of the metropolis
and thousands of business and pro-
fessional men have sanctioned the
idea. From Maine to California,
from New Orleans to Minneapolis
come reports of clubs organizing, the
mermbers of which will don overallz
and wear them until the price of
i clothing comes back to where it be-
longs,

That the movement is regarded se-
riously by clothing dealers and manu-
facturers is shown in several ways.
In New York the big wholesalers are
ridiculing the idea, saying it is a fad
and will not last.  In other places re-
tail clothing merchants have eut
prices on some of their goods and
have displayed them with signs at-
tached asking “Why wear overalls
when you can buy a suit so cheaply?"
Senator Dial, of South Carolina,
who hails from the part of the coun-
try in which the movement had its in-
ception, was called upon and made
a speech in its defense on the floor
of the Senate. Many Senators and
Congressmen expressed themselves as
being in hearty favor of the strike

It is
predicted that if the strike continues
to spread these prices will soon fol-
low in the footsteps of more expens-
ive garments and soar to the skies,
In this event the leaders in the strike
say that “patch clubs™ will take the
place of “overalls clubs.”

The members of the pateh elubs
will pledge themselves to wear old
garments as long as they can
patched and held together. Several
of these clubs have already been
formed and some of them will from
time to time offer prizes to its mem-

be

bers for the suit displaying  the
greatest number  of  necessary
patches,

In South Carolina elubs have been
organized from one end to the other
of the State. Columbia organized a
club with two hundred charter mem-
bers.  Charleston has its club, so has
Greenville and  Spartanburp. The
smaller towns and eities throughout |
the State are taking up the iden.
